Since he is now serving his 
second term as mayor of Cleveland 
there seems to be very little oppor- 
tunity for his 
continued 
usefulness 


in that capacity beyond „ the expira- 
tion of his present term. This would 
be true even if he had noflost Cuy- 
ahoga county and his legislative dele- 
gation at Tuesday's election. Chair- 
man Salen advances the 
unique 


theory that Johnson's loss of Cuya-j 
hoga county in his alleged race for 
governor was due to the feverish de- 
sire of the people of Cleveland 
to 


keep him in the mayor's office for an 
indefinite period. According to

len, Johnson's precious presence in 
Cleveland was an absolute necessity 
in the public mind, so that he could 
not be spared to come to Columbus 
as governor. It is very probable, how- 
ever, that this theory is the exclusive 
property of Mr. Salen.
